State prosecutors lost their bid fór 
murder indictments against two 
suspects in the machine-gun slaying of 
drug smuggler-turned-informant Adler 
"Barry” Seal and don't plán additional 
charges against them in the case, 
District Attorney Bryan Bush said 
Monday 

A pansh grand jury last week 
returned first-degree murder and 
conspiracy to commit first-degree 
murder indictments against Miguel 
Velez, Bernardo Antonio Vasquez, Jose 
Rentena-Campo and Carlos Quintero- 
Cruz 

Bút there was nőt enough evidence to 


secure indictments on Heliberto 
Sanchez-Cardenas or John Jairo 
Cardona-Garcia, Bush said 

“We didn’t have enough to tie them 
in,” Bush said Monday “The grand jury 
decided to indict the people they did and 
that’s it We pút on the evidence we 
had ” 

All six mén were arrested on federal 
conspiracy, obstruction of justice and 
immigration charges fór the Feb 19 
murder of Seal, who was shot to death 
behind the wheel of his Cadillac parked 
in front of the Salvation Army 
Community Treatment Center 

Federal conspiracy and obstruction 
of justice charges filed against Velez 
and Vasquez shortly after the shooting 
were later dismissed by federal 


prosecutors who said they wanted more 
time to develop their case 
A1 Winters, chief of the Organized 
Crime Strike Force in New Orleans, 
said on Monday that federal officials 
are still investigating the six mén and 
their involvement in Seal’s murder 
“It’s still being investigated and they 
are certainly being looked at,” Winters 
said about the suspects 

He would nőt comment on the actions 
of Bush's Office or on the progress of his 
investigation 

Winters said Sanchez-Cardenas was 
sentenced in a court appearance last 
week to 179 days fór illegally entering
